HEADMASTER’S _. 
APPEAL RESULT. 


OURT UPHOLDS: 
- CONVICTION, | 


FINE REDUCED. . 


The sentence of a fine of $600 
or three months’ hard labour’ 
imposed by Police Magistrate 
on Char Woon-cho, Headmaster 
of the Yeuk Chee Boys’ and | 
Girls’ School, No. 491, Nathan 
Road, on a charge under the 
Emergency Regulations. of being 
in possession of a’ letter, anti- 
Japanese in tone, considered 
likely to cause ‘a breach of the 
peace, was reduced to a fine of 
$265 in an appeal judgment de- 
livered this morning. . 

In this case both: Chan Woon-cho 
and Lan Wing-sang, an agsaistant 
master, were convicted for diferent 
offences by the Magistrate, the 
former being sentenced to six 
month’s hard Jabour and the latter 
to twelve months’ hard labour. 

A re-hearing,, was granted and 
the Magistrate reduced tha sen- 
tence on Chan to a fine of $500 or 
three months’ hard labour but con- 
firmed his sentence on Law 

Subsequently, an appeal was 
heard. before ‘the Chief Justice 
(Sir Joseph Kemp) and the Puisne 
Judge (Mr, Fustice Lindsell) at 
the conclusion of which the appeal 
of Lau Wing-sang was allowed with * 
costa, thvir Lordahip decidiug.to re-. 
hear the appeal of Chan de novos, 

The Chief Justice, thia morning’ 
delivered judymont on this appeal, 
and the Puisne Judge concurred in 
his finding, - < 

Sir Joseph “Kemp. said:—At the 
close of' the case for the proaccu- 
tion on tho rehenring wo held that - 
there was a case to answer, f.¢. that 
there were evidence lending to the 
inference that the objectionable 
letter, exhibit two, was In the 
possession of .the defendant with 
his Knowledge. When a thing is 
found on 4 person’s premises, tho 
place where it is found is of great 
importance. ‘Jf the evidence Is that 
L was fonnd on 4he premises, it 
would not he possible. to infer kno 
ledge. If it was found in tho 
fendant's private safe, knowledge , 
could be inferred. | 


Conviction Confirmed, 


Here, the document, was found 
in a pile of papers on the defend- 
ant’s desk. The defendant's avi- 
denee simply was (1) a denial of 
knowledge and © (2) a statement 
that all the teachera ware ‘allowed 
to open letters. ° He called no other 
evidence and he ginde no attempt 
to show by whom the document 
was opened or received. * 

We think that he has failed to 
raise any reasonable doubt as to 
the correctnuss of the inference 
referred ta above. We, therefore, 
confirm the conviction as regards 
exhibit two, . 

There’ {s, however, no evidence 
of guilty intention, as — distinct

THE FATAL POTTINGER 
STREET BLAZE. ° . 


At.the Contral Police Court yes- 
terday afternoon the inquiry Into 
the ‘circumstances of tho fatal fire 
at 42, Pottinger Street, was re- 
sumed before Mr. Schofield with a 
jury composed of Messrs, J. H. 
Davy, L, 8, Silva and Fong Un. 

r. J. H. Ruttonjco, who is the 
trustee of the Shuster Estate, to 
which 42, Pottinger Street belongs, 
said that he had been trustea for 
twelve years. During tho past few 
years he had only received one 
complaint, from the first floor. 
tenants, of the state of the kitchen, 
which waa accordingly repalred. 


He had ‘never recolyed any com-. 


plaints from the ground floor. 

Witness said that he had no 
knowledge that the ground floor, 
‘staircnse was dilapidated. He in- 
spected the premises two or throe 
times a year and had never noticed 
anything wrong with the house, 
Referring to the suggestion that a 
cigarette end might have dropped 
through cracks in’ the stairs and 
then Into the basement witness said 
that he could not say whether that 
might have happened, but [t was 
unlikely, The ground floor tenant 
had never told him that he had 
carried out repatrs to his premises 
at his own expense. 

The rent collector 
Mr. Ruttonjee said that he had 
never reported to his employer 
that repairs to the house were 
necessary during the eight years 
that he had been engaged. If he- 
saw any defects it would be his 
duty to report to his employer. > No 
complaints had been made to him

Police Evidence. 


Sgt. W. W. Williamson stated 
that he was on duty in the charge 
room of the Central Police Statton 
when pelice whistles in Pottinger 
Street caused him to go a short dis- 
tance down the hill to investigate. 
He discovered-a fire in’ the base- 
ment of No. 42, below the ear- 
penter's shop. There was n grat- 
ing in the centre of the shop and 
through this flames were already 
shooting vp to the helght of the 
first floor, Around the walls were 
and planks, and 
wooden shavings were lying about. 
The fire seemed fiercest at the back 
part of the shop to-the left hand 
corner, There was nothing over 
the iron bara of the grating, but 
he could not sec the back part of 
the shop for the column of flames 
intervening. However, he could 
observe no one in the shop, and felt 
nothing could be done, with the 
progress alrendy attained by the 
outbreak, 

' At the time the staircase leading 
up to the first floor was still in- 
tact, but through what must have 
been crevices and chinks in the 
woodwork he could see the play of 
the flames casting their reflection 
on the stens, This was’ observed 
as he left.the shop and went up the 
stairs with the intention of warn- 
¢ the inmateao? the ipper floors. 
“Ne shouted “Fire” as he went up. 
The two cubicles on the first floor 
nearest the door and ‘staircase 
landing were emnty. In the front 
cubicle he thought he saw five or 
six Chinere, and in the rear cubicle 
were a woman and a young lad of 
18. They were alive to the danger. 
Other people were already on the 
landing, burdening themselves with 
‘undlea, bedding and such-like he- 
longings which crowded tho pas- 
Ange Way, 

Saving Efforts. 


He went on to the second or top 
floor and there again he saw people 
doing the same sort of thing, carry- 
ing cumbersome bundles. Bv thia 
time the flames had already begun 
to anpenr at the ton of. the atreet 
door at the bottom of the ataircase. 
It was a time to hasten the evacun- 
tion. He made them leave their 
belongings with which they were 
inconvenienced, and got some of 
them into the street himself. 

While still on the second floor, 
the electric lights went out, pro- 
bably through fusing and action of 
the fire. There was then little 
aumoke inthe stnirease but what 
there was of it then was choking,

‘The fire was then 
coming up through the airshaft 
Setween the main premises and the 
authouse of No, 42, Eight persons 
were on the roof of No. 44 when he 
got there. They had climbed over 
a low wall from the burning build- 
ing. Four of these eight were 
children, two men and two women 
comprising the remainder. A mon 
sitting in a corner with a boy came 
towards him and he was the first to 
be got through the trap door. The 
hov came next: he was limp ‘but 
quite consclous when  witneas 
acked him up. All eight were 
finally passed through the 
door, and he could see no athera, 
A woman who was the last to go 
down said there was a boy some- 
where, but witness could not eee 
him. There was a lot of smoke 
coming up through the roof of the 
burning building and he could not 
While the 
rescue was in progress he had to 
restrain avery much scared in- 
mate from leaning-down a 20 foot 
drop on to a flat roof below. 


No Sense of Time. 


Before following the others down 
the trap door witness could sce 1 
number of people on the roof of 
No. 46. They were being taken: off 
by means of a wooden ladder. He 
shouted over to. Inspector Barnett,

“Talkies” or “Noisies"? 


“Ig there.too much talking in the 
‘talkies’2”". We ask because a 
plan has been put into operation 
by the British producer, Mr. 
Alfred Hitchcock, to supersede 
talking by sound, Actually this 
xeems = meiely a reversion to the 
very early days of the talkies 
silver screen, when the technique 
of audible dinJogue was not fully 
understood, and sound effects were 
being used to illustrate scenes and 
action shots. In an endeavour to 
emphasise the value of “noises” 
as compared to dialogue, an 
enthusiast points to Charlie Chap- 
Jin’s “City Lights,” and argues 
that the introduction of sound 
effects in that film to the, extinc- 
tion of the speaking voice, great~ 
ly added to the merit and general 
effectiveness of it. While this is 
true of “City Lights,” it would be 
foolish to syugyest that the same 
technique could be applied to the 
average film with success. “City 
Lights” was essentially “a farce, 
and the gruff staccato notes of a 
xonsaphone to represent the voice 
of a worthy public speaker, was 
an inspiration in farce, One can, 
however, well imagine the horrify 
ing effect of,a clarinet used to re 
present the beautiful voice of 
Norma Shearer in one of her 
straight drama pictures, or the 
adoption of a’ muted: trumpet for. 
Clive, Brook's typically English 
delivery! While “noises” may yet 
be used to ‘more effect in comedy 
and farce, the “straight” film must 
continue to demand human 
voices and plenty of dislogue. 
Many American voices on the 
serecn still leave their hearers tear- 
fully bewailing the Inck of tonal 
beauty and clear enunciation, but 
it is doubtful if even the most 
severe critica of the audible screen 
would prefer “sound effects” in 
place of language. Ono is Inclined 
to disagree with the suggeation 
that the day fs conting when people 
will prefer to go, not to tho “tal- 
‘kies,” ‘but to the “noisles.” .

The Dole That Killed} 
An Empire. | 


By H. STANFORD SMITH... -- 


HE DOLE, so prominently be- 

: fore us to-day, is no qriginal 
or even modern political expedient 
It was instituted some tweny-three 
centuries ago by the Roman Re- 
public, remained.in vigour until 
the fall of the Empire, sapped ae, 
manhood of the Roman people by 
depriving the most Inborlous of 
ita population of all incentive for 
tolling and brought about the. de- 
cay of Italian agriculture, a aeri- 
ous contributory cause of the col- 
lapse of the Roman State. . 

Present-day conditions are by 
no means‘ parallel with those in 
ancient Rome, but the thoughtful 
render will find analogies where 
they exist. Moreover, insurance 
benefit should not be confounded 
with the Dole proper or improper 
—synonymous terms, it ia true, 
but ones which can be employed 
usefully to draw a distinction b4- 
tween two different classes of 
people. : 

The workman who throughout 
years of honest toil has paid re- 
gularly into the State insurance 
fund not only his own quota but 
that of one or two of hia less for- 
tunate or leas virile brethern, is 
like a man who has _ prudently 
taken out a life policy in a na- 
tional insurance company. On 
the other hand, the position of the 
habitual skirker or -‘work-shy 
youngster who regards the insur- 
ance benofit, in his-case aptly ter- 
med the Dole, as a private income 
and who intends to Hive on State 
bounty with a minimum of effort, 
has something In common with 
that of the recipient of cheap, 
and later’ of free, corn through 
State aid in Roman times. 

By the early part of the Fifth 
Century B. C. -pauperism had be- 
come sufficiently widespread to 
alarm the ruling classes. Asia 
palliative, the Roman Government 
bexnn the practice of buying up 
large stocks of corn from abroad, 
Sicily, Lucania, and afterwards 
Egypt, and distributing grain free 
or, more often selling it to the 
poorest of its.citizans nt a price 
sansidernbly helow the market rate, 

* .* 


This charitable corn distributior) 


was known as the anmona., It was 
ut first an emergency measure and 
an act of grace und compassion on 
the part of the Government, but 
from the time of Caius Gracchug, 
every needy Roman citizen had a 
right to 6 ‘bushels of corn: per 
month at half the normal price, und 
after 58 B.C. this grant was made 
iratis. : 

By this means, the turbulent 
Roman mob was kept in a stute of 
quiescence - and- the- ruling. aristo- 
cracy found a guarantee against 
possible sedition and thereby  ac- 
quirgd complete freedom of, poll- 
tical action, for the masses sradual- 
ly abdiented their rights. giving 
their suffrages, to any political 
chief who assured them the con- 
tinuance of the annona, They sur. 
rendered their birthright for a mea- 
sure of corn, 

One of the greatest responsibili- 
ties of the Roman Government waa 
the maintenance of regular sup- 
plics of grain for the consumption 
of the capital, for it knew that if 
these fajled the exiating order was 
in danger of being swept away by 


an uprising of the famfshed peo. |! 


ple.

A department of tho State was \ 
organised. for this purpose and 
placed under the control of officers. 
called the acdiles cercales, 

As timo went on the number of 
individuals in receipt of the 
anuona increased unceasingly. In 
the yenr 68 B.C. 920,000 persons 
arc computed to have been granted 
it out of a population of about 
600,000. . . 

* * * 4 

Although the burden on the 
treasury was enormous, this drain 
on the revenue was not apparent 
till two centuries later, owine to 
Rome's continual foreign. con- 
quests, when immense sums in pre- 
cious metals, goods and sluves were 
brought in to the capital and also 
to the levy of a perpetual tax on 
the conquered countries, 

Siclly and Egypt were the gran- 
arics of the: Empire, and the rural 
population of these provinces exist- 
ed for no other purpose than that 
of feeding the unemployed of Rome, 
The most deplorable aspect of the 
annona was its effect on Italian. 
agriculture and on the Italian 
small holders. 

Unable to compate with the 
cheap Imported grain which flooded 
the market, these latter fel! into 
decay, sold or surrendered their 
holdings to their creditors; and 
drifted to the towns to swell their 
already teeming workless popula- 
tlona. , 

The arnona has an analogy ‘with 
our import of cheap foreign corn 
to-day. 

As time passed, urbanisation and 
depopulation of the countryside 
went hand-in-hand. Italy ceased 
fo be a corn-producing country. 
The farms of the peasants were ob- 
sorbed into the estatea of the 
wenlthy und were turned into parks. 
or pleasure gardens or were devot- 
ed to the cultivation of olives, 
vines, and fruit. 

The sturdy Roman, yeoman dis- 
appeared. His decadent descend 
ant beeame a vicious, effeminate 
parasite, ever ready to riot but too 
cowardly to be entrusted with the 
defence of ‘his country, which was. 
delegated to barbarian merccen- 
aries, By the ond of the First 
Century of our ern the Roman Em- 
pire ‘hnd reached its fullest expan- 
‘sion, and was able no longer to 
continue pillage of yassal States. 

At this period “dopopulation 
was acelerated by civil wars 
between rival emperors and by 
barbarian irruptions. What re- 
mained of the free rural popula- 
tion crowded teror-strickon into.

'" GIANT SHIPS. . 


Southampton Oct, 29, 

Work has been begun on exten- 
sive improvementa to 
“approaches to Southampton Docks. 
These will reduce to a mintmum 
the danger of veasela frrounding. 
and will make Southampton Water 
navigable by all ships, however 
large. 

The improvements now being 
earriod out form) part’ of an 
ambitious “Five Your Plan,” which 
has been Inunched by Southamp- 
-ton Harbour Board, aud whieh will 
help to reduce local tnemploy- 
ment, | : 

The various schemes in all will 
cost nearly £250,000. When con- 
pleted they will make Practleally 
impossible a repetition of mishaps 
such as befell the Berengarin, the 
Miutretania, and the Statendan 
Jast springs when they went 
aground in the approaches to 
Southampton Water. 

One section of the work—the 
widening of the channel near the 
entrance to the docks—is already 
In hand, At present this channel 
iy 600 feet wide, but after dredging 
operations have been completed, 
ita width will be increased to 1,000 
fect.. This improvement will give 
the giant. Transatlantic liners 
nore room in which to manoeuvre, 
and will obviate the danger of con- 
restion, 

Improved Signals, 

The rest of the work to be 
undertaken by the Harbour Board 
consists of widening and deapen- 
ing the channel near the entrance 
to Southampton Water and off 
Calshot Spit, 

Opposite Calshot the channel is 
to be dredged to a depth of 38 feet, 
but the most important. stage in 
the seheme will be renched in the 
New Yoar, when work is to be 
begun on rounding-olf the abrupt 
“corner in the Selent, where 
ocenn-bound ships at present have 
to take a right-anvle turn before 
making for the Nab and open sea. 

This turn needs carcful piletage, 
and if the channel is at all. con- 
guested there js at present a danger 
of ships grounding. 

While these developments are 
being carried out by Southampton 
Harbour Board, Trinity House is 
xivingg careful attention to the 
question of impraving the varlous 
signals in the approaches to 
Southampton Water, : 

As ua result of negotiations 
during the summer between the 
Harbour Bourd and Trinity House, 
the latter body has decided to 
carry. out much-needed improve- 
ments, and at the same time to 
conduet experiments with new 
signalling apparatus. 

Last spring, when the three 
Transatlantic liners named went 
aground, ik Was’ suggested that 
improved signalling apparatus in 
the Solent would make navigation 
considerably easier, 

The Southampton Harbour 
Board subsequently made reeom- 
mendations to Trinity House, and 
some of these fave’ now been 
adopted. It has heen decided to 
accelerate the period of the foe 
signal at Calshot Spit. This will 
prove of considerable help .to 
pilots entering or leaving 
Southampton Water, 

Wireless Beacon. 


The other bone of contention is 
the apparatua at the Nab Tower, 
off the easternmost end of the 
of Wight. Ships have to 
round this point before entering or 
leaving the Solent. At present 
the Nab Tower is equipped only 
with a fog-horn, but improvements 
are being carried out which will 
muke-it more useful for navi- 
gators, : 

Attention ia being given to the 
question of the installation of a 
wireless beacon, and experiments 
are also being carried out with r 
Submarine oscillator. Efforts are 
also to be made to fmprove the 
effectiveness of the fog-horn by 
removing it to a lower position on 
the tower, , 

Trinity House and Southampton 
Harbour Board are wasting no 
time in putting these, improve- 
When they are 
completed Southampton will be 
able to claim with some justifica- 
tion that it is one of the most 


‘ncecasible and convenient ports in 


the world.’ ' : 

Meanwhile, excellent progress is 

being. made with the dock exten- 
sions, which are being carried out 
by the Southern Roallway, 
- An enormous — spoon-shaped 
hollow has been tade for the 
largest graving dock in the world. 
This will contain upwards of 
360,000 tons of wator, and will be 
required as soon as the new 
Cunard Hner now under construc- 
tion Jeavea the Clydebank ship. 
yarda, ; 

The revival of trade and the 
completion ‘of. theae extensions 
will, it ia confidently expocted, 
result-in a_large increase of ship- 
ping at Southampton, and. tho 
improvements to the approncttes 
will romoye one of the principal 
ubétacles to Southampton’s 
devdlopment as a passenger, and

“RARE BIRDS FOR 
‘THE Z00. 


FIRST TIME SEEN IN 
EUROPE ALIVE, 


Mr. -F. Shaw Mayer, the anlmat 
collector, has returned fron: Now 
Gulnea with o consignment of 
some of the rarest and most 
beautiful birda over seen alive in 
thia country. — : 


The collection’ now on dopouit 
in-tho sanatorium at the London 
Zoo was made fn that portion of 
German New Guinea formerly 
known as King Wilhelm’s Land, 
which is now. held under: mandate 
by the Government of Australin. 


Birds of Paradiso. form the 
greater part of tho collection, and 
thero are no’ -fewor than six 
species which have ’ never been 
brought alive to Burope before. 
All the birds are in splendid 
condition, and thelr unruffled 
plumage is as fresh-ns on the day 
they were caught, in spite of the 
tiresome four months’ journey 
which they have completed, 


One of the most curious in the Li 


sicklebilled Bird of Paradise, which 
has a curved beak almost half as 
long as itself. Its method of 
feeding {x rather like that of 
toucans and hornbills, for it?picks 
its food with the extreme 
tip of its beak, and then 
throws it back into its 
thront with the greatest preciaiun. 
Tn nature the long beak is probably 
used In extracting nectar from 
the deep trumpets of tropical 
flowers, 


Birds’ Colour Schemes 


Among other rarities are several 
bower birds from the same «lis. 
trict, and so called because of 


‘| thelr habit of constructing tunnel- 


Hike bowers of twigs and leaves, 
which they decorate and use as 
vlay-grounds. 


All sorts of bright odds and ends 
are collected and laid ‘in patterna 
in and about the bower, but 
usunlly the decorations consist of 
gailly-coloured flower petals, which 
are renewed day by day as they 
fade. X 


The birds have a strong sense 
not only of colour but also of size 
and proportion, for Mr. Mayer, in 
describing his observations to a 
Morning Post representative 
stated that he had once seen tho 
bower of one of these birds 
decorated with the bright wing 
cases of a certain beetle, which were 
arranged. not only symmetrically 
but also i exact size according 
to the measurementa of the wigs. 
Apparently these bowers are con- 
structed for the birds amusement 
and pleasure and have nothing to 
do with nesting or the breeding 
season, © 


- 

An interesting fumily of tree 
kangaroos completes the  collec- 
tion. The Zoo already has some 
apeciments of tree kangaroos, 
but the species which Mr. Mayer 
has brought home is a new one. 
Instend of being grey or black lixe 
the common tree kangarovs, his 
specimens are of a beautiful 
chestnut colour, which fades into 
bot on the under surfice of the 
body and head. They are about the 
size of wallabies and have long 
tails, which they use for balancing 
and which are to a certain 
extent prehensile.

Jt was the Government's duty to 
protect the lives of ,its own scr- 
vants and others, and it was not 
the less its duty to prevent 
a body of men _ deficcting the 
course of politica! progress by 
bringing not reason and argument, 
but terrorism and assassination 
to bear. Drastic action must be 
taken to end this menace. 


Final Conclusions, 


The final conclusiona of 
Government on the vitally 
portant questions which have 
been before the Indian Round 
Table Conference will be an- 
nounced by the Prime Minister, 
probably an Tueaday, when it is 
anticipnted the final plenary ses- 
sion of the conference will end.
